2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 19-41 
are allowable over the prior art. The prior art presented, Maurer and Moles, are 
equivalent in the art because they both teach valve arrangements. However, Moles 
teaches an electroosmotic valving mechanism and Maurer teaches a slider element by 
spring force valving mechanism. There is insufficient motivation to combine the specific 
elements of the valves as the valves operate using different principles and there is no 
motivation to combine elements of one with elements of the other.
